PRISONERS APPRECIATIVE 


Food to -he Improved — Cells and 
Doubling Up Bad—Rumors of 
Shake-up Continue.

OSSINING, -N. Y., Dec. 1.-—A new 
chapter, in’ the history of Sing Sing 
Prison was begun today when Thomas. 
Mott Osborne, the wealthy prison re-" 
‘former of Auburn, formally became 
Warden .of the institution. Before the 
day was over the 1,496 prisoners within 
the gray walls were talking about 
““Wadren, Tom,” that _Mr., Osborne, 
under the. alias .of Tom Brown, had 
served a voluntary term of a week in 
Auburn so as to be better equipped for 
prison reform:work. The first day was 
& success in.every way. There were. no 
incendiary fires, no riots, and no strikes, 
all marks of coming and going of War- 
dens in the past, and the population of 
Sing, Sing gave many evidences of ap- 
preciation of the new head. 

As.for Warden Osborne, he said he 
was glad to be in Sing Sing. The stigma 
attached to Sing Sing all over the world 
is the very. thing that makes his job 
appealing. He has come to institute 
gradually a new order of things, to-try 
out his:own notions. He realizes that 
Sing Sing is known as the worst prison 
in the country and he wants a chance 
to. work out his convictions in the worst 
Place, If he can succeed’ here his plan, 
he believes, will work anywhere and- will 
therefore solye the prison’ problems of 
America. 

Mr. Osborne’s principles were_ re- 
viewed today béfore a delegation of 
fifty prisoners, representing the Golden 
Rule Brotherhood, and, of course, they 
spread through the prison. Every man 
now knows what is expected of him 
and the early indications were to the 
effect that the new Warden would be 
upheld to the letter. 

The Osborne Pian. 

The fitst principle in the Osborne plan 
of reformation is that 90 per cent. of 
the men in Sing Sing are perfectly will- 
ing to submit .to.authority while in the 
care of the State; that this 90-per cent. 
includes all the men who want, to be- 
bhave well, and want to get their free- 
dom, just as soon..as possible.

Fully 1,000 of this number must have 
one ‘or both  feét sévered, owing to the 
deadening of the nerves, which makes 
futfle all attempts at treatment. Chil- 
biains, frostbite ‘and ‘féet “altogether 
frozen have ‘been *dépléting the ranks 
worse than bullets and shrapnel ever 
aid, and once a man’s foot is frozen he 
is through as far as fighting is con- 
cerned for the rest of the war. 

“From the time I arrived at the front

NO MESSAGE FROM QUEEN 


Deprecates Reports About a Secret, 


Effort to End. the. War—Hol- 
land’s Work for Refugees.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 1.—Dr. Henry 
van ‘Dyke of Princeton, the American 
Minister at The Hague, concerning 
whose return to the United States there 
have been considerable speculation ‘and 
mysterious intimations that he brings 
some special message from Queen Wil- 
helmina of Holland, looking toward the 
restoration of peace in Europe, called at 
the State Department this afternoon 
and had a@ long conference with Secre- 
tary of State Bryan. 

Dr. van Dyke did fot see President 
Wilson today, but has an appointment 
for luncheon at the White House to- 
morrow, and will then tell the President 
about conditions in: Holland and the de- 
sire of the people of that country to 
join the United States at the proper 
time in an effort to aid in the restora- 
tion-ef peace. 

Dr. van Dyke was asked if there. was 
any truth in the published reports that 
he had brought some message from 
Queen Wilhelmina. 

“TI cannot talk about the Queen,” he 
réplied. “I. am not responsible for 
published reports, and am not saying 
any more than I am authorized to say 
by’ my Chief. But I -will say very 
frankly that I. have not brought any 
message from the Quéen of the Nether- 
lands. The people of the Netherlands 
are maintaining the strictest neutrality. 

“TI have stated generally the state of 
mind in Holland—that is to say, that 
the pepole have a most sincere desire 


4 for the return of peace. 


"I hope..-when the time comes for 
peace, that the United States will have 
@ great and noble part to play.” 

“Will the United States and Holland 
work hand in hand?” Dr. van Dyke 
was asked. , 

“I .do.not know about that,”’ he re- 
plied, ‘‘ but I do know that Holland and 
the United States. would be working 
heart with heart.”

@ great deal of talk about secret diplo- 
macy,” said Dr. van Dyke. ‘‘ There is 
no secret diplomacy about it.

Recently I have been in four of’ the 
countries concerned in the present war— 
Belgium, France, Germany, and Bng- 
land. I was also in Holland, having 
traversed it from end to end within a 
week after the fall of Antwerp, when 
every road: coming up out of the south 
was filled with Belgian refugees. 

In Belgium I saw this * 

Homeless:*men, women, and children 
by thousands and hundreds of thou- 
sands.

AHEAD OF ALL OTHERS 


Berlin Leading Normal Life, but 
Paris and London Seem Unable 
’ to Throw Off Gloom. 


In striking contrast to the way in 
which the people of the warring Euro- 
pean nations speak of the war equip- 
ment of one another, is the remarkable 
manner in which they all join in praising 
the American Ambulance Hospital at 
Neuilly, a suburb of Paris, according ‘to’ 
John K. MacGowan, general purchasing 
agent of the American Smelting and Re- 
fining Company, who has just returned 
from a two months’ visit to England, 
France, Belgium, Germany, and Holland. 

Mr. MacGowan passed through the 
lines of refugees who made their way 
into Holland after the fall of Antwerp, 
and he remarked that he still felt heart- 
sick whenever he recalled the desolation 
he .beheld there. He made a long trip 
from. Berlin to Brussels by automobile, 


_and-less than two weeks ago he ate sour 


bread in Paris, because the regular sup- 
ply was short, and heard the Aang of 

rlin, Paris, ‘and London tell how they 
were sure the side in which they. were 
interested would win. 

** But the praise for the American Am- 
bulance Hospital sticks out of it all as a 
feature of the impressions I received 

abroad,’”’ he said. ‘‘ The idea that this 
hospital was getting ahead of all the 
field hospitals in Europe for efficiency 
and the percentage of cures turned out 
was one I first received in Berlin. , 

** Germans praised it without stint— 
always on the score of efficiency—while 
it was located in territory controlled by 
the Allies. I _— to go there, and 
when I did so saw a Frenchman, .a 
Turco, and an Tent Indian all lying’ 
in a row. Volunteer nurses, who were 
gentlewomen, administered to these 
three men, without even a sign to show 
that a Turco was different from any. one 
else in the care and attention he was 
entitled to. 


400 Cases in Hospital. 

‘* The hospital then had 400 cases in 
charge, all selected for the severity of 
the wounds with which the surgeons had 
to;deal. There was a capacity for 200 
more patients, but there was a lack of 


nurses and equipment to care for them. 
The good name of the hospital was 
hardly more proclaimed in Paris than 
in Berlin, the praise in each capital 
centring always about the word ‘ effi- 
ciency.’ 

‘“I went_over the trail of the Germans 
up from Berlin to Brussels, taking in 
Louvain, Liége, Antwerp, and a large 
number ’ of villages in the path of the 
armies. Only one parallel to the con- 
dition of that country exists in the 
range of my observation, and that is the 


the earthquake. 

**I stood in one of those ruined forts 
at Liége while workmen.poured quick- 
lime down some holes from which odors 
arose. What was the trouble? I asked. 
The workmen explained that a single 
shell from a German siege gun had 
penerated a six-inch armored roof of 
the fort, and had exploded the ammuni- 
tion ‘in the gun chamber, this explosion

Brazilian Minister's Statement. 


Following is the summary issued by 


the State Department of the telegram

A few cases of robbery and violence 
by irresponsible bands were . reported 
in the suburbs during the first two 
days of gee by Zapatistas. 
These were against Mexicans and for- 
eigners indiscriminately, Americans 
included, but such cases have been 
punished, even with the execution of 
the culprits int some. instances 

The Zapatista apthoriiiee @ are doing 
their best to redress.the damages done. 
The Spanish Ambassador, more if pos- 
sible than his colleagues, is being at- 
tended to even to the point of securing 
a safe conduct for the Spanish Consul, 
to obey and help 
in behalf of Spaniards. A good amount 
of money having been secured from 
the extraordinary tax, a small loan of 
50,000 pesos, made voluntarily by bank- 
ers and business men was repaid yes- 
terday. The property and funds taken 
from the tramway company have been 
returned. The Foreign Affairs office 
has been reopened with former em- 
ployes.serving under the protocol. 

The Diplomatic Corps is being at- 
tended: to and due consideration is be- 
ing shown and. requests being com- 
plied with. as effectively as possible. 
The Finance Department has issued a 
decree making valid and acceptable all 
bills until present bills are replaced 
by a new issue. This measure meets 
popular approval, and will greatly help 
the financial situation. 

Zapata arrived two days ago. He 
has refused to come to the National 
Palace to receive a popular demonstra- 
tion, but stayed at a modest hotel in 
the suburbs, from which place he will 
Start for Puebla to conduct further 
military operations.

Silliman Also Optimistic. 


The State Department later issued the 
following supplementary statement: 

A dispatch from Silliman sent at 5 
P. M. on the 30th and received here at 
8 o’clock this. morning, corroborates 
the optimistic report sent by the Bra- 
zilian Minister. Mr. Silliman had an 
interview with Zapata Saturday night, 
and expressed the ihe ase of for- 
eigners for the order that has pre- 
vailed since occupation by Zapata’s 
troops. He presented the case of Mr. 
Hill, an American, whose dairy had 
been looted, this being one of the very 
few cases of disorder.

The 
banking and finaficial situation ts 
conspicuously easy and sound. That 
is a condition precedent for business 
revival, of which there are dally in- 
creasing signs: If the railways were 
able to finance themselves the last 
doubt would. be removed. 


ADMIRAL: MAHAN. 

The death of Admiral Manan occurs 
at a particularly inauspicious moment, 
He will be sadly missed. He was 
young ehotugh and until lately had 
been vigorous enough to exert a strong 
influence, which is needed. Admiral 
MAanan’s naval services wére many 
and highly distinguished.. He won his 
rank fairly by hard and faithful work. 
But he will be rememibered chiefly 
here and abroad as a writer of many 
and good books which have made him 
as famous in BDurope as in his own 
jJand. He was the world’s greatest 
authority on the sea power. As a his- 
torian of naval operations he studied 
his subject deeply and marshaled his 
facts cleafly and powerfully. His loss 
will be so keenly felt at this critical 
moment because he was at once a 
wise, informed, moderate but just 
judge of our Own navy. It must be 
realized that his influencé would have 
been most important now when the 
need of putting our owh séa power in 
a bettér shape is so seneeny recog~ 
nized. 

Admiral MaHan was not a “ militar 
fst.” He had ho touch of Jingofsm in 
his blood, But. his books show that he. 
cleafly foresaw the present plight of 
Burope and his warning of what might 
happen to the United States if left 
with an incompetent navy should be 
acted upon without delay: Admiral | 
Biur’s report last week confirmed the 
worst fears that have yet been ex- 
pressed as to the present condition of 
our navy. The advice of Admiral 
Manan has not been heeded by the 
authorities in recent years. Yet it 
was the advice of a stanch patriot 
with ample knowledge and experience, 
and it must be heeded In the future if 
we are to hold our own among the na- 
tiotis. 

The clarity of Admiral Manan’s vis- 
ion and his faculty for reseafch, com- 
bined with an exceedingly attractive 
literary style, made his various books 
on “ The Influencé of Sea Power "and 
his remarkable biographies of FaRra- 
GUT and NELSON works which will 
never be neglected, by students of 
naval history. But the utgent needs 
of the couritry will tend, in the hour of 
his passing, to the association of his 
memory inthe public mind principally 
with his advocacy of an. efficient 
American Navy for the protection of 
this: country and: its possessions. No 
other voice was raised so effectively 
oh thts subject as his, ho other naval 
authority ever stated the: case more 
clearly. 

‘Admiral Manat was 6 contributor to 
public discussion as recently as the 
outbreak of the European war. He 
foresaw all that- was to follow. Aus- 
tria’s Servian ‘note,-and; thus far, his 
propheciés have been borne out by the

FIGHTING BARNES. 

It is “about this time of year” that 
one must expéct the usual report that 
the Governor-elect, if there is one, is 
about to declare war upon the Boss.

above all, sublimely superior to the dif- 
ficulty of ascertaining the truth and 
judging righteous judgment amid the 
whirlwind of rumor, charge, and coun- 
ter-charge; this man would have the 
United States Governmént step into the 
ring as the referee of the fight, laying 
down the rules and breaking heads all 
around to enforce them! ‘“ Our true 
course,” he éxclaims,. ‘should be .to- 
judge each nation on its conduct, un- 
hesitatingly antagonizing every nation 
that does ill!’

Mrs. Harriman also holds public of- 
fice in this State. She has served on 
the Board of Managers of the Bedford 
Reformatory since 1 being reappoint- 
ed last year by Gov. Glynn. he was 
one of the fogsirs of the Colony Club 
in 1904, and has been President of the 
club ever since.

The clearing up of loan certificates:is- 
sued during a period of stress has al-' 
Ways been looked upon as marking a 
return of comfortable’ conditions, and 
on this occaston this indication of im- 
provement is accompanied by many oth- 
ers which serve to impress upon the 
observer the long. strides which have 
been made on the road of recovery. 
The retirement.of this latest issue of 
Clearing House certificates derives ad- 
ditional interest from the belief that this 
measure of relief-may never again have 
to be resorted to. With the~ facilities 
of the central banks of discount at the 
disposal of the banks’ the issuance of 
Clearing House, certificates in time of 
monetary strain would hardly be .neces- 
sary. 

The reduction in the. rate on standing 
call loans was made on the motion of 
the banks themselves in recognition ‘of 
the very much easier monetary situa- 
tion which now exists. For a week or 
more borrowers have been able to ob- 
tain call loans at considerably less than 
the rates which were being charged on 
standing loans, but very little money 
was returned to the banks. This was 
due, on one hand, to recognition on the 


which the banks took toward their bor-. 
rowers during the period of stress, and: 
on the other hand to unwillingness on 
the part of borrowers to replace their 
standing call loans, which, since the 
closing of the Stock Exchange, _ have 
not been regarded as subject to imme- 
diate call, with money which might 
have to be returned at a moment’s .no- 
tice. This distinction between one class 
of call loans and the other is bound to 
grow less and less as time goes on. 

Trading in bonds on the Stock HEx- 
change duplicated in volume the trans- 
actions of the previous day. The course 
of prices was irregular, but all the 
changes other than fractional ones were 
on ‘the side of advances. More was 
heard of selling for foreign account, but 
the only securities which seem to be 
sold by Burope in any large quantity 
were one or two bonds which mature 
shortly and for which there is on that 
account a specially large demand here 
among financial institutions. Arrange- 
ments were about completed for an is- 
sue of Lake Shore notes, and it was ex- 
pected that further financing of this 
character would. be negotiated in the 
near future.

LENDS 10 PANAMA 
First Foreign Loan Placed by 


the Republic for Building 
of Rallways._ 











$3,000,000 30-YEAR BONDS 





Deal Advances Local Institution's 
Efforts to Promote Relations’ 
with South America. 





The Republic of Panama has placed 
its first foreign loan with the National 
City Bank, the proceeds to be used for 
construction. of railroads from the Pa- 
cific Coast to coffee lands of the inte- 
rior. The City Bank has engaged to 
take $8,000,000 of 5 per cent. thirty-year 
gold bonds at 97.. Of this amount $750,- 
000 have been purchased, and a public 
offering is looked for within a short 
time. The balance will be taken by the 
bank during 1915, as funds are needed 
for the railroad work in Panama. 

The bonds are being put out in con- 
formity with a special act of the Na- 
clonal Asamblea of Panama, and have 
been approved by our State Department. 
The negotiations with the National City 
Bank were undertaken last Spring by 
Dr. Busebio Morales, Panama Minister 
at Washington, soon after the Panama 
Legislature acted, and construction 
work on one of the railways was begun 
at about the same time under the direc- 
tion of R. W. Hebard & Co., a contract- 
ing firm with’ offices at 16 Exchange 
Place, this city. 

The beginning of the war temporarily 
annulled arrangements between the re- 
public and the bank, but when the pro- 
posal was broached again to the bank’s 
officers a few days ago, they readily 
agreed to take the bonds on the same}. 
terms as had been proposed before in- 
ternational finances were upset. 


The investment of capital in Panama I 


by the City Bank is considered in the 
Wall Street district as an important de- 
velopment in the efforts of this institu- 
tion to promote banking and trade rela- 
tions with South American countries. 
The bank has o ed-a branch at Bue- 
nos Aires, and preparing for one in 
Rio Janeiro, It is expected that a third 
will be started at Panama Cit

More than 50,000. of 104,000 wage-earn- 
ers in New York State, whose condition 
of employment and living was examined, 
were found to be earning less than $8 
@ week, according to Dr. Howard B. 
Woolston of the State Factory Inves- 
tigating Commission, who appeared at 
@, public ‘hearing’ by that body in the 
County Court House yesterday. This 
number includes thousands of shop girls 
earning iess than $7 a week, which in- 
vestigators have agreed is the smallest 
sum on which working women can live 
properly. 

These results were found last Winter 
by the examination of 580 stores, shirt, 
paper box ,and candy factories in the 
State. . One-eighth. of all these employes 
were earning less than $5 a week; and 
one-third less than $7. Two-thirds re- 
ceived $10 or less. and orly one-sixth 
were making $15 or more. 

Average earnings by employes in 
stores, shirt, paper S bex and candy fac- 
tories are st lower now than last 
Winter because slack work and person- 
al disability made many employes lose 
time, Dr. oolston —— In his 
review Dr. Woolston said ; 


The majority of SNE in the lines 
studied are women and girls. Most of 
them live at home and turn over their 
pay envelopes to their parents. But others 
are adrift — entirely dependent upon their 
own earning:

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1,—President 
Wilson made it clear today that he in- 
tended to press at the forthcoming ses- 
sion of Congress the Government ship 
purchase measure, which failed at the 
session that ended on Oct. 24.
